The 
same is not true to tomatoes cann- 
ed in the open kettle, for Vitami C 
is unstable during oxidation. Many 
inquiries tare received by the bur- 
eau on the effect of ripening to- 
matoes off the vine The answer is 
that slightly less Vitami C develops 
in the fruit when artifically ripen- 
ed when it is permitted to mat- 
ure in the field. But it does devel- 
op to practically the same degree 
whether ripened in a 
dark 
or 


light room or with othylene gas 


In addition to the vitamin con- 


tent, tomatoes develop an alkaline 
reaction in the body, according to 
Miss Charlotte Chatfield, head of 
the Food Composition Division of 
the bureau. If eaten in liberal 
quantities they help to counter- 
balance the effect of acid form- 
ing foods like meat, cheese, cereals, 
and eggs, she says. Since the tend- 
ency of the American diet is to- 
ward an acid reaction this is a de- 
cided advantage. 


To the layman the alkaline ef- 


fect of acid tasting foods, such as 
tomatoes and citrus fruit, is often 
puzzling. The various mineral ele- 
ments in tomatoes, especially, are 
responsible for their alkalinity. A 
simple way to fix this fact in 
mind might be to remember that 
acid tasting foods seldom increase 
the acid reaction, of the body fluids, 
but those that furnish large pro- 
porations of protein usually do

Tuberculin Tests Aid 


Baby's Future Health 


// Tulerculoti* h Present, This Test Will Show /«, Says 


Authority, Telling How Early and Proper 


Treatment May Effect Complete Cure

[REQUENTLY undernourished 


infants are suspected of hav- 
ing tuberculosis. 
This is 


feared if the infant does not nurse 
well, loses weight and runs a tem- 
perature. 


By means of 


the tuberculin 
test it can be 
d e t e r m i ned 
whether an in- 
fant has tuber- 
culosis or if the 
failing health is 
due to some 
other cause. If 
tuberculosis 
is 


present, t h ese 
tests give posi- 
tive evidence. 


This method 


is of no value 
Dr. Copeland 


in the advanced stages of the dis- 
ease. In such cases, however, it is 
not necessary for so refined a test 
to determine the nature of the ail- 
ment 


The tuberculin test is a simple pro- 


cedure, hardly more than a few 
scratch marks on the arm. A vac- 
cine Is then applied to the scratches. 
The local reaction is the measure of 
the test. The degree of redness and 
swelling indicates whether the result 
13 positive or negative. 


If the test is reported as negative 


and there is a doubt of whether -tu- 
berculosis la present, the test should 
be repeated. A positive test on an 


Infant under one year of age usually 
indicates active tuberculosis. 


A positive reaction during the sec- 


ond year Is not so serious. Infants 
of this age. even with a positive tu- 
berculin test, often show no physical 
signs of tuberculosis. Further, they 
may never develop the disease. 
After Infancy the test becomes less 
and leas reliable. The reactions then 
must always be Interpreted in con- 
junction with the child's state of 
health. 
Much unnecessary anxiety may be 
caused by the fear of tuberculosis. 1 
know of a case where the parents 
were told their Infant had tubercu- 
losis. These poor people experienced 
great worry and anguish for many 
years. Today, this Infant grown to 
manhood, is an active Wall Street 
broker, enjoying the very best ot 
health, never having had tubercu- 
losis. 
We must be extremely careful to 


form our judgment on tbe best of 
evidence. Great harm may be done 
by a hasty decision. It Is almost as 
bad to have tuberculosis as for one 
to think he has it. The 'tuberculin 
test and laboratory data should be 
carefully weighed before a diagnosis 
is made. In the last analysis, these 
tests are hardly more than sugges- 
tions. 
They are not final by any 
means. They are helpful, of course, 
but we must not be mislead by them. 
Generally, tuberculosis in young 


•children, when properly treated, cer- 
tainly, may be entirely cured. Tour 
doctor will tell you about the sanl- 
toria where success marks the effort* 
to cure.

WOOSTER, O. — Farm operators 


between the ages of 40 and 59 are 
likely to earn the greatest profits, 
according to statistics just gather- 
ed at the state experiment station 
here. 


Figures to back up the state- 


ment were presented in a bulletin 
on "a study of certain cash expen- 
ditures of Ohio farm families" is- 
sued by Grace Brlnton. 


Seventy farm families 
picked 


at random had an average income 
of 
$2,099.40 
and 
the 
average 


household expenditure was esti- 
mated at $1,107.52. 
' 


The bulletin revealed that the 


average unexpended income would 
thus be $976.88. 


Very few of the recipients of the 


large incomes were under ^0 years 
of age and most of them were mid- 
way between 40 to 60. 


The figures in the bulletin prac- 


tically cleared up the mystery of 
how a farm family spends its mon- 
ey.
